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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

During the 8/21/08 interview Examiner indicated that amendments to bring claim 8 closer to the scope of allowed claim 8, would be 
considered formally at the time of formal submission. As agreed previously, the newly proposed language of claim 8 is similar to language 
already present in claim 1 . However, Examiner does not believe that the proposed language brings claim 8 close enough in line with claim 
1 , such that it can also be rendered automatically allowable. As pointed out in the interview, there are differences in the structure of claim 
land claim 8, even if the proposed language was entered that require the claims are considered differently. For example, claim 1 requires 
"at least a portion of said focus ring substantially continuously extends directly underneath a peripheral portion of said chuck", whereas, 
claim 8, alternatively, as proposed, requires "a lower focus ring disposed completely below said upper focus ring and directly underneath a 
peripheral portion of said chuck". Examiner is of the opinion that the proposed amended claims would require further search and/or 
consideration before a final determination of allowability can be rendered because of these differences. 
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
